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Neutral ine 








A new sizing material for paper-makers’ 
use consists, essentially, of sulphate of alu- 
mina and sulphate of zinc or sulphate of 
magnesia, or both of these latter salts, in a 
porous or vesicular condition, and free from 
iron, and so ‘‘ neutral” or ‘‘ basic” that a 
moderately diluted solution of it does not af- 
fect the color of ultramarine blue or other pig- 
ments used in coloring paper pulp. 

A solution of sulphate of alumina is pre- 
pared from any suitable natural or artificial 
aluminous material free from iron, according 
to the ordinary method required for the alu- 
minous material that may be used. Should 
the sulphate of alumina solution contain any 
insoluble matter, it must be removed by sub- 
sidence or other means. 

The next step is to render the clear solution 
of sulphate of alumina neutral or slightly 
basic, so that it will not affect the color of 
artificial ultramarine-blue. For this purpose 
preferably either oxide of zinc, oxide of mag- 
nesium, or the carbonates or bicarbonates of 
these metals, or mixtures of zinc and magne- 
sium compounds are used. To the clear solu- 
tion of sulphate of alumina (of density 26° 
Baumé, more or less, but the degree of 
concentration within certain limits is not 
of much importance) the oxide of zinc 
or other neutralizing material is added 
(either in its dry state or mixed with 
water), and stirred till all or nearly all of 
the neutralizing material has been dissolved. 
The temperature at which the neutralizing 
material is to be introduced into the solution 
of sulphate of alumina is immaterial, but it is 
preferred to use a hot or boiling solution. 
The amount of material required to produce a 
neutral or slightly basic solution of sulphate of 
alumina (that is to say, a solution which will 
not affect the color of ultramarine blue) will 
depend upon the amount of free acid present. 
In some cases two pounds of the neutralizing 
material to one hundred pounds of the porous 
substance to be produced might more than suf- 
fice. A much larger quantity might be re- 
quired should the original sulphate of alumina 
solution contain much free acid. 

It is not necessary that the solution of sul- 
phate of alumina should be clear—that is to 
say, free from silica and other insoluble mat- 
ter—before introducing the neutralizing mate- 
rial. It may be used at any time after the 
chemical reaction of the sulphuric acid and 
aluminous material has ceased, while the so- 
lution is still muddled with insoluble matter ; 
but it is preferred to add the neutralizing ma- 
terial to a clear solution, highly or but moder- 
ately concentrated, as the solution may hap- 
pen to be. 

To determine whether a sufficient quantity 
of the said neutralizing material has been 
used, a small portion of the solution is filtered, 
cool if hot, then put into a bottle and a few 
grains of the best ultramarine-blue used by 
paper-makers are added. The contents of 
the bottle are shaken frequently, and if, after 
the lapse of an hour (more or less) the color of 
the ultramarine-blue has not been affected, 
the solution may be considered as neutral, and 
further addition of neutralizing material is not 
required. If, on the contrary, the color of the 
ultramarine-blue has been altered, more of the 
neutralizing material must be added to the 
aluminous liquid, and after stirring it must 
be again tested with ultramarine-blue. These 
alternate operations of adding the neutralizing 
material and testing the resulting liquid with 
ultramarine-blue must be repeated until the 
filtered solution fails to affect the color of ul- 
tramarine-blue, even after many hours’ contact. 

The neutralization of the free acid of the 
aluminous solution can be accomplished 
by the use of an alkali or alkaline earth 
or carbonate or bicarbonate of the same, or of 
certain metallic salts other than compounds 
or zinc or magnesium; but a compound of 
zinc or magnesium is preferred, because it does 
not diminish the so called ‘‘ sizing-power” of 
the final product, while the effect of alkalies 
and all alkaline earths (except magnesia) and 
certain metallic bases diminishes the sizing- 
power. 


” 


By the term “‘ sizing-power,” as applied rela- 
tively to aluminous cake, alum, or any other 
sizing material used by paper makers, is meant 
the relative quantities of sizing material re- 
quired to precipitate or ‘‘ neutralize” a given 
quantity of the ‘‘rosin-size”’ used in the 
‘‘sizing-engine.” The greater the sizing- 
power of any sizing material the less of it will 
be required to do its work. 

The next step in the process is to convert the 
neutral or slightly basic solution into lumps of 
a porous or vesicular structure. This can be 
conveniently accomplished as follows, viz.: If 
the solution is clear, concentration can at once 
proceed, but if not, it must be cleared by sub- 
sidence or other 
means. The clear 
neutral or slightly bas- 
ic solution is then to 
be concentrated in a 
suitable apparatus to 
65° Baumé, more or 
less ; then it is to be 
cooled, with or with- 
out stirring, until it 
becomes viscid ; bi- 
carbonate of soda in 
fine powder is then f 
sprinkled upon the 
viscid mass in the 
proportion of two 
pounds (more or less) 
to one thousand 
pounds of the white 
porous substance to 
be produced, and the 
bicarbonate of soda is 
stirred rapidly into 
the mass, which, when 
thorou,hly mixed and 
sufficiently cool, must 
be discharged into a 
suitable receptacle to 
harden. When suffi- 
ciently cool, the mass 
must be broken up 
into lumps of the de- 
sired size. 

The porous or ve- 
sicular structure may 
be produced by add- 
ing to the hot viscid 
mass a small quantity 
of bicarbonate or car- 
bonate of soda, po- 
tassa, lime, or other 
alkali or alkaline 
earth, or other salt of 
an aikali or alkaline 
earth, or the bicar- 
bonate or carbonate 
of some other base, 
or by any sulphide, 
sulphite or other com- 
pound which will set 
free an acid, vapor or 
gas, which in the act 
of escaping will in- 
flate the mass and ren- 
der it frothy while in 
the process of cooling and hardening, where- 
by it becomes full of pores or vesicules. 


A like result, though less perfect in its oper- 
ation, may be obtained by the rapid injection 
of air, steam, vapor of water, or other gas- 
eous body into the hot viscid mass, the object 
being the production of the porous or vesicu- 
lar condition of the mass when in the act of 
cooling and hardening. 





Process of Making Sodium Sul- 
phite. 





A new process for the manufacture at 
a low cost of sulphite of soda suitable for use 
in the manufacture of paper or for other pur- 
pose to which it may be applicable is de- 
scribed. ‘‘ Salts" (monohydrated carbonate 
of soda), obtained in any suitable way, as by 
evaporation by heat of those solutions of soda 
named in the specifications of the British 
letters patent granted to Eustace Carey, Hol- 
brook Gaskell, Jr., and Ferdinand Hurter, 
are employed for this purpose. Where color 
and purity are not of importance the salts may 
be those obtained in the Le Blanc process 


by the evaporation by heat of the solution of 
crude carbonate of soda, known as “‘ vat- 
liquor” or ‘‘ tank-liquor,” or they may be salts 
obtained by the evaporation by heat of other 
solutions of carbonate of soda. To these 
salts, by whichever method obtained, there is 
added, if necessary, a small quantity of water 
or of steam, and the salts are exposed in suita- 
ble vessels to the action of sulphurous-acid gas 
obtained in any convenient way—for example, 
by burning sulphur or pyrites. This treatment 
of the salts with sulphurous-acid gas is contin- 
ued until they are sufficiently converted into 
sulphite of soda, which is applicable for use in 
the manufacture of paper or other purpose 


There is an aperture in the cylinder and in 
the exit-pipe, and these apertures can be closed 
air-tight in any convenient manner, and 
through the aperture in the cylinder, the part 
of the exit-pipe which is in the cylinder may 
be cleaned easily and freed from dust, which 
is sometimes deposited there. 

The charge of salts is introduced into the 
cylinder through an aperture provided for 
that purpose, which isthen closed. The cylin- 
der is made to revolve slowly by any suitable 
means—for example, by means of a pulley, 
and spur-gearing driven by any suitable motor. 
From two to six revolutions of the cylinder 
per minute are sufficient. Sulphurous-acid gas 
is admitted into the 
igterior of the cylin- 
der by pipe, and the 
sulphurous acid is ab- 
sorbed by the charge. 

The progress of the 
operation may be as- 
certained by with- 
drawing and testing 
a sample from time 
to time. When a 
sample contains from 
thirty-six to forty per 
cent. of sulphurous 
acid, the product prac- 
tically answers all the 
purposes of a mono- 
sulphite of soda, and 
the process is then 
stopped and the 
charge drawn. If 
strong sulphurous 
acid be used, such as 
is obtained by treating 
sulphuric acid with 
coke or with sulphur, 
one cylinder is suf- 
ficient, but when sul- 
phurous acid mixed 
with nitrogen is used, 
as it is when ob- 
tained by the combus- 
tion in atmospheric 
air of sulphur or py- 
rites or sulphuretted 
hydrogen, then the 
absorption is not com- 
plete in one cylinder, 
and the gases leav- 
ing the cylinder by 
the exit-pipe still con-

where it is not necessary that the sulphite 
should be of a high test, as although the 
sulphite is very readily and cheaply manufac- 
tured by this process, it will not be uncon- 
taminated with bicarbonate of soda or other 
impurities, but these impurities will not render 
the sulphite of soda unsuitable for use in the 
manufacture of paper. 

A form of apparatus suitable for carrying on 
the process consists of an iron cylinder (which, 
if sulphite of soda of great purity is required, 
may be lined with lead), capable of being ro- 
tated upon a horizontal axis. The cylinder is 
provided with hollow trunnions or axes sup- 
ported by and capable of turning in bearings 
carried by a suitable framework. The hollow 
trunnion at one end of the cylinder is used for 
admitting sulphurous-acid gas, and that at the 
other end for permitting the exit of excess of 
sulphurous acid, of carbonic acid, of nitrogen, 
and of moisture. The hollow trunnions are 
continued by pipes entering into the interior 
of the cylinder and there turned at or about 
right angles to the axis of the cylinder for the 
purpose of avoiding the lodgment therein of 
solid material, and the consequent stoppage of 
the free passage of the gas into or from the 
cylinder. 


tain sulphurous acid. 
These gases may be 
passed through one or 
more cylinders simi- 
larly constructed, and 
so arranged that any 
one of them may be 
connected directly to 
the source of supply 
of sulphurous acid, or 
be made to receive 
the gases from an- 
other cylinder of the 
series, or be isolated 
for discharging and charging, as required ; 
or the gas escaping from the cylinder may 
be passed into a sulphuric-acid chamber. 
If the sulphurous acid should be obtained 
by the combustion of pyrites or brimstone, 
it is advisable to pass it through a dust- 
chamber before allowing it to enter the cylin- 
der, so that any dust may be first deposited. 
If the sulphite of soda of great purity is de- 
sired it is also necessary to wash the sulphur- 
ous acid by passing it through a small tower 
lined with lead and filled with coke. The gas 
passes in an upward direction through the 
tower and meets a very small stream of hot 
water. When the gas has thus been washed 
it must be dried. For this purpose the gas 
passes in an upward direction through a simi- 
lar tower filled with coke, where the gas meets 
a stream of sulphuric acid which absorbs the 
moisture ; but when great purity of the sul- 
phite of soda is not required, the washing and 
drying of the sulphurous-acid gas is omitted, 
except when it is obtained by the combustion 
in air of sulphureted hydrogen, in which case 
the gases must be dried. When the cylinders 
are worked in series, it may be found neces- 
sary to dry the gas on passing from one cylin- 
der to the next. For this purpose the gas 


may be passed through a coke-tower, as de- 
scribed, which may be placed between the 
cylinders, or the gas may be dried in any 
other convenient manner.

Machine for Calendering Paper. 








Illustrations are given of an improve- 
ment in machines for calendering paper, by 
which the calendering rolls can be adjusted 
in a very accurate manner to the exact thick- 
ness of the fabrics to be calendered, the upper 
rolls being vertically adjustable by connecting 
their bearings, having plain and threaded 
sockets, with vertical shafts carrying worm- 
gears that are operated by transmitting-shafts 
and gearings operated by transverse top shafts 
of the supporting-frame. The degree of ad- 
justment is indicated by means of point- 
ers, which are actuated by an intermediate 
gearing and moved along arc-shaped grad- 
uations. 

Figure 1 represents a side elevation, partly 
in section ; Fig. 1* is a detail side-view of one 
of the indicating devices for registering the 
degree of adjustment of the rolls, and Fig. 2 
is an end elevation, partly in section, of the 
machine. 

A in the drawings represents the supporting- 
standards of the machine, and B B’ B® the 
calendering-rolls, which are located vertically 
above each other. The bearings & of the 
lower roll, B®, are not made adjustable and

ards A A, and provided with threaded sock- 
ets at their lower parts, and the bearings 2° 4’ 
with plain sockets, having washers at their up- 
per parts. The sockets of the bearings 2 d’ 
and 4’ 4 are connected by short vertical shafts 
d d, that are threaded at their upper ends, so 
as to ‘‘ take” into the screw-sockets at the lower 
ends of the bearings 4’ 4. To the short ver- 
tical shafts are applied worm-wheels a’, that 
mesh, with worms @? of horizontal shafts @°, 
which latter turn in bearings of the standards 
A A, as shown in Fig. 1. Vertical shafts ¢ 
turning in bearings of the standards mesh by 
a bevel-gearing, ¢, at their lower ends, with 
the horizontal shafts @*, and by a second 
bevel-gearing, @, at their upper ends, with 
transverse horizontal shafts / /, that are sup 
ported in bearings of the upper parts of the 
standards A, and provided with hand-wheels 
f' f' a both ends for being conveniently 
turned in either direction. The vertical shafts 
ee, horizontal shaft ¢*, short connecting shafts 
dd, and the transmitting gears ¢ ¢ d* dare 
arranged at both ends of the rolls B’ B and 
standards A A, and operated simultaneously 
by the transverse top shafts, ff. By the mo- 
tion-transmitting shafts and gearings the short 
vertical shafts dd are turned in one or the 
other direction, so as to raise or lower the 
bearings of the calendering-rolls B’ B and ad- 
just them thereby to the required distance 
from each other, according to the thickness of 
the paper or other fabric to be calendered by 
the rolls. 

To regulate the accurate adjustment of the 
calendering-rolls B' B and B* B’ to the exact 
distance required, an indicating mechanism is 
arranged for each roll B’ and B, which con- 
sists of a fulcrumed pointer, g, having a 
toothed segment, ge’, which meshes with a 
worm, ¢”, on the vertical shaft ¢, as shown in 
Fig. 1. The turning of the shaft ¢ moves the 
pointer g along a fixed arc-shaped graduation, 
g*, and indicates thereon the nicest adjustment 
of the rolls, 

In place of the simple mechanism shown in 
Fig. 1, intermediate gear-wheels, g* g*, may 
be interposed between the worm g* and the 
segment ¢’, asshown in Fig. 1°. This mechan- 
ism is more sensitive than the former, owing 
to the intermediate gear-wheels, g* g®, so that 
even the slightest adjustment of the rolls to- 
ward each other is indicated thereby.

‘*Toughened Filter Paper,” by E. E. H. 
Francis. Filter paper that has been immersed 
in nitric acid, relative density 1.42, and 
| washed with water, is remarkably toughened, 
the product being pervious to liquids and quite 
different from parchment paper made with 
sulphuric acid. Such paper can be washed 
and rubbed without damage, like a piece of 
linen. The paper contracts in size under the 
treatment and the ash is diminished ; it un- 
dergoes a slight decrease in weight and con- 
tains no nitrogen. Whereas, a loop formed 
from a strip 25 mm. wide of ordinary Swedish 
paper gave way when weighted with from 100 
to 150 grams, a similar loop of toughened 
paper bore a weight of about 1.5 kilogs. The 
toughened paper can be used with the vacuum 
pump in ordinary funnels without extra sup- 
port, and fits sufficiently closely to prevent 
| undue access of air, which is not the case with 
parchment paper. An admirable way of pre-

IN little more than a week the paper 
makers will meet at Saratoga. What 
consideration will they give to the sub- 
ject of disinfection? It seems to us that 
this issue should be discussed, and that if 
anything is to be given out by authority 
of the association it should be carefully 
considered and temperately presented. 


AN English journal says that wood in 
paper making is an “adulterant.” This 
is an extreme statement. Pure cellulose 
is derived from wood as from other vege- 
table growth. Paper containing wood is 
not marketed under false pretences, ex- 
cept perhaps by some scamp who has no 
honorable standing in trade. We all 
know that good paper is made from 
wood. The journal which despises the 
agent which has done so much to cheap- 
en the cost of paper condemns its own 
intelligence. 


PARTIES in England interested in one 
of the bisulphite processes are said to 
have declared that fibre can now be re- 
duced more cheaply by the acid than by 
the alkali process. This, if true, is likely 
to have a marked influence in the produc- 
tion of chemical fibre, and will involve 
many changes in plant. It is further 
claimed that the German mills have begun 
to find it unprofitable to use the soda 
process. This seems to us doubtful, but 
should it be so, our paper-makers must 
begin to believe that they are falling be- 
hind the times. 


THE impulse which has been given in 
this country and in European manufac- 
turing countries to the export trade, dates 
from 1876, as one of the results of the Ex- 
position at Philadelphia, where Americans 
and Europeans for the first time had a 
good opportunity for comparing goods 
and notes. Ever since then, it has been 
broadly acknowledged on both sides of 
the Atlantic, that modern agriculture, 
stock farming, mining and manufacturing 
have had a tendency to overproduction, 
and that steam and electricity, while 
hastening both production and mar- 
keting, have so revolutionized com- 
merce that too many new outlets for 
the excess of commodities continually 
turned out, cannot be found. The 
United States, as abundantly proved 
by figures in these columns, have since 
1876 been singularly successful in extend- 
ing their export trade. The means for 
doing so have been manifold, each effi- 
cient in its sphere, and the Government 
has been lending its powerful aid both 
through the State and Treasury depart- 
ments, Better consular reports, ampler 
and more valuable statistics, a reciprocal 
treaty with the Sandwich Islands, and the 
sending of a commission to South Amer- 
ica, have been the work of the Govern- 
ment and Congress. Next there has been 
the press, assiduous in its efforts in the 
same direction and individual efforts 
have been made by merchants and manu- 
facturers themselves through agents sent 
and catalogues and circulars forwarded. 


THE leading European commercial na- 
tions have gone a step farther, and, be- 
sides machinery, put in motion such as we

The stock is thrown 
into the tub, and water enough is sup-

and it is for this purpose that a pump is 
used, The operation of emptying must 
be performed in as short a time as possi- 
ble, and for this a large sized pump is de- 
sirable. The amount of material to be 
moved will not exceed 4,000 gallons once 
in six hours from each engine, but the 
pump is generally connected with aseries 
of engines. The system may be seen in 
operation at Waterbury & Co.’s mill, in 
Brooklyn, N. Y. They use a 4-inch pump, 
but would prefer a 6-inch, and indeed they 
| may have a 6-inch also, as they intend to 
put in another when they get the second 
series of engines running. In locating the 
| pump it ought to be set lower than the 
| bottom of the engine and as near to the 
| engine as convenient. The pipes, both 
| service and discharge, must be provided 
with round bends in place of square el- 
bows, because as much depends on the lo- 
| cating and fitting up of the pump as upon 
| the pump itself— Ep.

Ans,—Half-stock, or properly half-stuff, 
consists of rags or other paper-mak- 
ing material washed and half way reduced 
to pulp. It resembles very short staple 
cotton, mixed with water, sufficient to 
flow it through a 4-inch pipe, but a 6-inch 
pipe is better, as even what is called long 
half-stuff will flow through it readily. A 
1,000-pound engine is an oblong tub pro-

J. W. KING. 

J. W. King, of Xenia, Ohio, died on July 9. 
He was a leading citizen of that place, inter- 
ested in many of its business enterprises, and 
a member of a number of firms.

GrorGE E. MARSHALL. 


George E. Marshall, president and treasurer 
of the Montague Paper Company, died at his 
home, Turner’s Falls, Mass., on Thursday 
| night of last week. Mr. Marshall was born in 
| Lunenburg, November 16, 1832, his ancestors 
having emigrated from England and settled in 
| Newburyport. He was educated at the Law- 
| rence Academy in Groton, and learned paper- 
| making with his father, and at twenty years of 
| age he had a thorough knowledge of the busi- 
ness as it was carried on at that day. After 
working for eight months in W. S. Whiteman’s 
paper mill at Nashville, Tenn., where S. E. 
Crocker, a brother of the late Col. Alvah 
Crocker, was also engaged. 
| Mr. Marshall came East and entered the em- 
ploy of Crocker, Briggs & Co. as foreman of 
their then new mill at Lawrence, which posi- 
tion he held for four years. The next three 
| years he spent in West Newton, Pa., as man- 
ager of a paper mill, at the end of which time 
he became superintendent of Bremaker, Moore 
& Co.’s paper mills at Louisville, Ky. That 
firm was the pioneer in the making of super- 
| calendered book paper in the West, and dur- 
ing his stay with it, he superintended the con- 
struction of its chemical wood and straw pulp 
In 1871, at the solicita-

Company. In 1875 he was elected treasurer 
of the company, he having then been its presi- 
dent for several years, He was also a director 
in the Crocker National Bank. He was of an 
inventive turn of mind and took out several 
patents, covering processes for producing 


| chemically and mechanically prepared pulps 





for paper. He had a practical knowledge of 
paper manufacture second to few, if any, in 
the country, and in his own specialty stood at 
the head. Asa business man he was clean, 
straightforward and reliable; a man whose 
counsel was often sought and whose judgment 
was seldom at fault. He leaves a wife, Lydia 
Farwell, a daughter of John H. Farwell, of

THE MONEY MARKET.—The stock mar- 
ket is less active and is unsettled, closing fig- 
ures showing an advance and a decline in 
about an equal number of shares. In the 
local money market there is a better demand 
from Stock Exchange borrowers, but rates are 
unchanged, call loans ruling 1@1% per cent., 
closing at the latter figure. There is a better 





assortment of names in the commercial paper | 
market, among them being some commission | 


houses. We quote sixty to ninety days’ in- 
dorsed bills reveivable at 23@3%; four 
months’ acceptances at 34@4%, and four 
to six months’ single names at 4@5% per 
cent. The sterling market is dull, but owing 
to the scarcity of commercial bills, is firm. 
Posted rates are $4.85 for 60-day and $4.86@ 
4.86% for demand. Actual 
follows : 60-days’, 4.8414@4.84% ; demand, 
4-85 34 @4.86 ; cables, 4.86@4.864 ; commer- 
cial bills, 4.82'4@4.83. Continental bills were 
dull. Francs, 5.205 and 5.183¢@5.18% ;

Automatic Fire Extinguishers. 


The fire insurance companies of the 
country are upon record as being strongly in 
favor of ‘‘ automatic sprinklers” for the sup- 


pression of fires, and not only urgently recom- | 
mend their use, but back up the recommenda- | 
tion in a substantial way by very materially | 


reducing their rates in buildings where the 
sprinklers are in position. 
‘* wet-pipe”’ system has been the one in use. 
In this system pipes, which are constantly 
filled with water, are hung along the ceilings 
of factories, mills, &c. At regular intervals 
in the pipe ‘‘ sprinkler-heads” are inserted, 
closed with a fusible metal. When a fire 
breaks out this metal plug is melted and the 
water, being freed, descends and extinguishes 
the fire. While this system has been an 
effective one, and has performed its work well, 
yet there are two prominent objections to it : 
First, the water in the pipes is liable to freeze 
unless the rooms are always well heated ; and 
second, if the ‘‘ sprinkler-heads” are acciden- 
tally broken, there is a flow of water, which is 
liable to spoil goods. 

About a year ago Frank Gray patented and 
introduced the ‘‘ dry-pipe system,” in which 
the water is not admitted to the pipes except 
in case of fire. In this, as in the other sys- 
tem, the pipes for the water are strung along 
the ceiling, there being hung parallel to them 
a line of pipe for compressed air. ‘* Sprink- 
ler-heads " are inserted at regular intervals on 
the water-pipe, and while Mr. Gray's sprinkler- 
head has a fusible plug like the others, it is 
solidly constructed and, he claims, can scarce- 
ly be injured by accident. On the air-pipes, 
in which the pressure is only 10 pounds to the 
square inch, and alongside of the ‘‘ sprinkler- 
head,” is a fusible plug. The supply of water 
from the street-main, or from tank on the roof, 


is controlled in a very simple and ingenious | 


way. At the inlet is a right-angled valve held 
in position by a dog, which is in turn operated 
by a ball and lever. This lever is held by a 


rod, which is raised or lowered by the action | 


of a diaphragm just above it, which diaphragm 
is subject to the pressure of the compressed 
air in the pipes. 

Now, suppose that a fire breaks out. The 
heat which accumulates at the ceiling melts 
the plug not only in the air-pipe, but in the 
sprinkler-head, The pressure of the air being 
taken off, the diaphragm is released, the valve- 
set gives way, the valve opens, the water 
rushes into the pipes and finds its way through 
the sprinkler-head to the exact spot where the 
fire is. As soon as the water begins to pass 
into the pipes it starts an alarm gong, which
